
JOHN BRIGHT BEATEN. 

Although yesterday was an off day at Harlem the 
usual large gathering was on hand and witnessed 
an exciting day’s sport. The racing was signalized 
by the defeat of four favorites, two of them being 
odds-on. 

The greatest surprise of the day came in the de- 
feat of John Bright in the fourth race, a dash of 
one mile and seventy yards for four-year-olds and 
upward. He went to the post at 7 to 10, but second 
was the best he could do, being beaten by Felix 
Bard, a gelding that has been showing to good ad- 
vantage at St. Louis. To a good start John Bright, 
closely attended by Albert Enright, showed the way 
for the first quarter, where the latter assumed com- 
mand and held it to the far turn. Along in here 
Winter grabbed the lead and stayed there until in 
the last eighth, where she fell away beaten. Then 
John Bright moved up fast and appeared to be the 
winner, but in the last sixteenth Felix Bard came 
strongly on the outside and, gradually wearing him 
down, won by a length and a half going away. 
John Bright finished one length before Louisville 
for second place. . He was cut off after passing the 
far turn by Albert Enright, losing several lengths, 
but it is doubtful if he could have beaten Felix 
Bard with ~lc*.r ^.. ili . a all she *«»>. Louisville be- 
gan slowly and appeared to be hopelessly beaten 
off while going down the backstretch, but moved 
ap quickly in the last quarter and finished reso- 
lutely. Albert Enright and Winter tired fast when 
the pinch came. 

Bon Mot was another first choice to snffer 
defeat. He appeared to have the third race, a 
dash of one mile and seventy yards, at hiB mercy, 
but ran a poor third. The winner turned up in 
Little Scout, against which as good as 6 to 1 could 
be had, Coburn put up one of his beat efforts and 
won . through his superior finishing over Ranch, 
who had the mount on Hoodwink. The latter led 
antil in the last one hundred yard*, where Coburn, 
riding Little Scout vigorously, brought up his 
mount on even terms with Hoodwink, beating her 
out by a neck. Bon Mot finished third three 
lengtbs back. He ran far below his best form, as 
shown here, tiring badly when the pinch came. 
Talpa got much the worst of the start and made up 
ground too rapidly while going down the back- 
stretch. 

The day's opener was marred by a bad spill, 
Goody Twoshoes falling and Licorice and Senor 
falling over her. Tommy Meade, who had the 
mount on Senor, Buffered a broken collar bone and 
a severe shaking up. King’s Lady, ably piloted by 
Coburn, took the lead at fiagfall and, showing 
much spped, led all the way, winning easily by one 
and a half lengths from Galba. which beat Maxette 
three-quarters of a length for second place. Galba 
ran an impressive race, making up much ground in 
the la6t quarter and finishing strongly. Flash of 
Lightning, which was also in the mix-up caused 
by Goody Twoshoes, injured one of her legs and 
was pulled up just before entering the head of the 
stretch. 

Elsie L. is certainly running to her best form just 
now, for she took the fast Burnie Bunton into camp 
in the second race, coming with a rush in the last 
sixteenth and winning in # the closing strides. 
Money Muss led by a fair margin up to almost the 
last eighth post, where he tired badly, allowing 
Burnie Bunton to take what appeared a winning 
lead, but in the last one hundred yards Ranch 
brought up Elsie L. with a rush, winning by three- 
quarters of a length, while Burnie Bunton beat 
Nickey D. a length for second place. Nellie Wad- 
dell showed early speed, but was thoroughly beaten 
when turning for home. She had not raced in 
some time and the effort should do her good. 

The fifth race furnished a surprise in the im- 
provement of Mirance. a rank outsider in the bet- 
ting, and bad Waldo been able to help him more in 
the closing strides he would surely have won. Fitz- 



brillar. well backed by the talent, was supposed to 
be much the best at the weights, but finished an in- 
different third. After J. Sidney Walker had led for 
four and a half furlongs and quit, Mirance which* 
had been lying in last position for the first half 
mile moved up with a surprising rush and appeared 
the winner in the last seventy-five yards, but Lin- 
guist finishing strongly next to the inside rail out- 
stayed him in the closing strides winning by a 
head. Fitzbrillar finished third, three lengths 
back, after tiring fast when the pinch came. Good- 
man ran well for a half mile. 

Artena was certainly the best horse in the last 
race, a dash of one and three-sixteenths miles. 
Birkenruth gradually improved his position with 
the filly throughout, and when he called on her 
in the last eighth she came away without much of 
an effort, winning by a length. Caliban finished 
second a head before Ultruda. The last named 
showed much speed throughout, but tired slightly 
in the closing strides. Annie Thompson was right 
there until a furlong from home. Lizella, heavily 
backed, was a false alarm and was never a serious 
contender. 

The track was fast and good time was made 
throughout the afternoon. 

THIS HA \\ 1UOKNE PROGRAM. 

Racing will be resumed at Hawthorne next Mon- 
day. The big, new grand stand, although not com- 
pletely finished in respect to painting and minor 
details, will be ready for patrons of the course. 
The program book for next week was issued yes- 
terday by Secretary Clark and calls for the de- 
cision of three stakes. Monday the Speculation 
Handicap, 1 1-16 miles, with $1,500 added and 
seventy-four entries, will be the chief feature 
Thursday the Midsummer Stakes, at Bix furlongs 
for two-year-olds, will be run. It has $1,000 added, 
is a selling sweepstakes and has fifty nominations. 
Saturday will bring about the decision of the rich- 
est stake offered by the Chicago Jockey Club, the 
Northern Handicap, 1 1-4 miles, $5,000 added. In 
this the best horses now in training in the west will 
compete, and with a good day and track a tremend- 
ous contest is a certainty. 

The purses provided are sixteen of $400. ten of 
$500, four of $600 and three of $100. 

EASTERN ,TUKF TOPICS. 

“Racing at Saratoga enters upon its second week 
with another splendid array of stake events. Sat- 
urday’s fine sport and the great crowd that looked 
on went far to convince the critics that William C. 
Whitney and his associates have not labored in 
vain in their attempt to make the track <^t the Spa 
an American Newmarket. Several turfmen came 
down from the Springs Saturday night to SDend 
Sunday with their families, and naturally they had 
plenty of gossip to hand out.” says the New York 
Sun of Monday. -- 

“‘The $? rate of admission has caused a wide 
difference of opinion,’ saic^ one of them. ‘Advo- 
cates of the plan say that it would not make a bit 
of difference to those who are patronizing the track 
now if the tariff had been raised to $5 per head. 
Opponents of the plan reason that with a lower rate 
in^vogue there would be largeP'crowds and conse- 
quent^greater receipts in the long run. Mr. Whit- 
ney and his friends, however, express much satis- 
faction over the attendance and receipts during the 
past week and feel that their new policy of exclu- 
siveness has been emphatically indorsed. 

“ ‘The racing, itself, is of a higher quality than 
seen at the Spa in years. The western owners are 
there in force and they have been pulling off some 
very clever tricks. J. W. Schorr has a high-class 
two-year-old filly in Judith Campbell, but she does 
not seem to possess the same sterling qualities that 
made Endurance by Right the champion filly last 
year. While it is true that there has been a great 
deal of heavy betting by such men as J. A. Drake 
and John W. Gates, the sums wagered have been 



vastly exaggerated. Why, yesterday, for instance, 
it was rumored that Drake bet $10,000 on Irish Lad 
at 3 to 1, and then parleyed the whole $40,000 on 
Hermis to win the Travers Stakes. L. V. Bell 
alone bet $15,000 on Hermis, who was backed down 
to 9 to 10 and carried the wise money to a great 
extent, so that if Drake had dumped $40,000 into 
the ring on this colt the price would soon have 
been 1 to 5. The layers have been complaining of a 
lack of money so that this fact alone tends to prove 
that stories of immense plunges must be taken 
with a grain of salt. 

“ ‘In the Saratoga Special, won by Irish 
Lad, there was enough rough riding to make 
Buffalo Bill’s warriors turn green with envy. T. 
Burns, riding Girdle, started it by carrying both 
Astarita and Dazzling wide at the stretch turn. 
Then Turner, on Irish Lad, rushed through with 
abandon and threw Blue Ribbon against the rails. 
Sir Voorhies was not only cut down, but so badly 
bumped that two of his ribs were broken. * 

“ ‘Hyphen’s defeat in the Travers Stakes was due 
wholly to the weight. He ran with great pluck, 
but he could not give eighteen pounds to Hermis, 
who is one of the best three-year-olds of the year. 
It seemed a shame to see Hyphen lose under such 
circumstances, for he is a grand colt and at even 
weights he would probably have won in a canter 
just as he did in the Brighton Derby.’ 

“While the racing is going on so successfully at 
the Spa thousands of enthusiasts here in New York 
must rest for a month without enjoying the sport 
to which they have devoted both time and money 
for years. Numerous owners, too, whose horses are 
in the stables at Sheepshead Bay and Gravesend 
tracks, are waiting for the out-of-town meeting to 
end. Incidentally it may be said on pretty good 
authority that pressure is being brought to bear on 
the men who are building the new Metropolitan 
Jockey Club’s track at Jamaica to make a formal 
request of the Jockey Club for permission to hold a 
meeting next August while the sport at Saratoga is 
in progress. The promoters of the new track say 
that there are enough owners and horses who do 
not go to Saratoga anyway to make a meeting here 
successful, even if overnight races were the only 
feature. The promoters feel, it is said, that they 
could draw a daily attendance of 6,000 persons to 
Jamaica with 12,000 or 15.C00 on Saturdays, all 
through the month of August and that Saratoga 
would not be injured tin theileast, especially as 
racing there is evidently intended for the rich own- 
ers and society in general. 

“But,,when the Metropolitan Jockev Club people 
come to place such a request (before the stewards 
of the Jockey Club they are almost sure to meet 
with opposition. It is the policy of the stewards 
to avoid complicating dates of any kind. The 
Saratoga Racing Association has been most liberal 
in its outlay and is sure to oppose any such plan. 
As the Jockey Club is supreme and has the power 
to allot whatever dates it sees fit, the Jamaica 
people will have to be satisfied with what they 
receive. Just the same racing in the metropolitan 
district during the month of August would be pro- 
ductive of financial profit for whatever track that 
might conduct a meeting. 

“Work on the new track at Jamaica! has pro- 
gressed so far that racing could be conducted there 
next month, if necessary. The immensity of the 
place, with the vastness of the stands, betting ring 
and paddock, shows conclusively that the promot- 
ers expect to draw some great crowds from the 
metropolis when they get things under way. As far 
as expense is concerned, .that has cat a very small 
item with the men behind the scheme. They have 
been determined to build a race track to equal in 
its accommodations any on the metropolitan cir- 
cuit, and they feel confident that that will be the 
verdict of the public when the gatesfare thrown 
open. There may be a few days of raciog at 
Jamaica next fall, after the close of Aqueduct, but 
this has not yet been determined upon.” 



THE MACKAY SALK. 

Saratoga, N. Y,, August 12. — There was a large 
attendance of prominent horsemen from all over 
the country at the Mackay sale, and society graced 
the occasion to an extent hitherto unknown and 
unheard of in America. As far as known George J. 
Gould was not a bidder. The star of the sale was, 
of courBe, Mexican, and R. T. Wilson, Jr., secured 
him for $20,000, with the understanding that J. E. 
Madden still retains a thirty per cent, contingent 
interest in his winnings should he be returned the 
victor in the Futurity. The price obtained was 
held to be disappointing in view of the recent sev- 
eral bona fide offers of $25,000 for the colt at private 
sale. 

Orlando Jones, who formerly owned and raced 
that good horse, Leonawell, has re-entered the 
ranks of owners by purchasing Acefull for $7,600. 
Great things are expected of this colt, as his pri- 
vate work has been phenomenally fast and he has 
size and confirmation and looks the highest type of 
a thoroughbred. 

Heno and Brunswick showed signs of recent fir 
ing. The former has a bad knee and is also 
troubled in both ankles. He went to L. M. Myers’ 
bid of $7,5uO, who was acting for John Daly, and 
was the bargain of the sale. He is one of the 
fastest horses in the world and in soft going can 
defeat the best sprinters in training and carry toD 
weight. 

J. J. White, owner of Athlana, which was placed 
in the first race won by John A. Scott, claimed 
Drake’s colt Allan, which was the heavily backed 
favorite but could do no better than a poor third. 
It appears that Enoch Wishard, John Drake’s 
trainer, just failed to get his own claim in for Ath- 
lana. Allan, which had won the Graduate stakes 
at Chicago for his first owner Pat Dunne, at $1,610, 
was secured for only a fraction of his real value.

“That’s the shortest horse I ever rode and 
people will get ‘ fat’ getting me to ride any more 
short horses for them,” was his comment after he 
had weighed in. 

J. C. Milam has disposed of at private terms to 
J. U. Strode the two-year-old filly Josette. 

Jockey H. 8eaton, who has been riding for R. 
Bradley, left the latter’s employ unexpectedly and 
is supposed to have gone to St. Louis. As Mr. 
Bradley still has a two years’ contract on the jock- 
ey’s services, he warns owners and trainers against 
harboring the rider. 

Jockey Meade, riding Senor in the first race, was 
severely injured when his mount fell along with 
Licorice and Goody Twoshoes, ridden by Knight 
and Helgesen respectively. When the remainder 
of the field had passed the fallen horses it was seen 
that Knight and Helgesen had escaped nainjured, 
but Meade had to be carried to a nearby stable 
where Dr. Bird made a hasty examination and 
found the jockey suffering from a deep cut in the 
head, his right collar bone broken and his left 
shoulder fractured. The doctor hurriedly attended 
to Meade’s injuries and sent him down in an ambu- 
lance to the Garfield Park Sanitarium.

In the case of Brandy Smash you should 
have been paid about 15 to 1 straight and 6 to 1 
place. 

H. A. F., Chicago. Your bet having been made 
specifically on Brief, you must abide by the result 
of Brief’s running. Your bet lost.
